Thirty years ago, human beings 
touched another world, and the 
universe seemed ripe for colo- 
nization. 

The most monumental sdcncc 
and technology projea in history 
- a bold crusade inspired by 
Preadent Kennedy, fueled by S25 
billion and joined by 390,000 
American workers - climaxed 
with the first landing on the 
moon. The date: July 20. 1969. 

Pioneer moon walker Neil 
Armstrong: “Houston, Tran- 
quility Bose here. The Eagle has 
landed.” And six hours and 38 
minutes later ‘That’s one small 
step for man, one giant leap for 
mankind.” 

But mankind leaped no farther. 
“Twelve American men vralkt^ 
on the moon - and then it was 
over. No one followed. No one 
stepped beyond. The nation 
lacked enthusiasm and money; 
the space agency lacked clout 
ondtnoney. 

Now, on this 30th anniversary 
of the flight of Apollo 11, astro- 
nauts and other advocates of

Armstrong said humans arc 
destined to explore the universe. 

“The achievement of Apollo 
was the demonstration that 
humanity is not forever chained 
to this planet” 

Said Buzz Aldrin, 69, the astro- 
naut who joined Armstrong on 
the lunar surface: “There’s a 


reluctance ri^t now to invest in 
something that might not bear 
frait until the future. We need 
vision. We need leadership. We 


need n sense of value in what we 
ucliieved.” 

Many predicted a lunar base by 
1978, a human cxiwditiun to Mars 
by 1981, deeper space treks by 
the turn of the century. The 
movie "2001; A Space Odvssey” 
showed space cadets boarding 
flights to die moon as casually as 
tourists board flights from Fort 
Lauderdale to Orlando. 

Today, at tlie dawn of that new 
millennium, even astronauts 
can’t return to the moon. Our 
most powerful rockets can barely ' 
catapult humans into Earth orbit ‘ 
aboard the space shuttle, a flying 
tractor-trailer. 

The next mission is scheduled 
to blast off from the Kennedy 
Space Center at 12:36 n.m, 
Tuesday, 30 years to the day 
after tlie first moon landing. But 
the .astronauts will walk on no 
new world. Instead, they will 
deploy a space telescope and, 
five days later, glide back to 
Florida.

virtually everything with soft- 
ware from just one company. 
We’ve flocked to the Internet, 
and many of us would rather 
give up our telephones than our 
electmmic mail 

We’ve been warned about 
viruses and worms and Trojan 
horse programs. And we haven't 
paid much attention. 

And now we have destructive 
programs that sneak inside com- 
pany computer networks and 
inside indindual PCs using elec- 
tronic mail. And the attackers 
make you think you've received 
that mail from someone you 
know. 

-We've told people, don't run 
programs from strangers. We're 
trying to tell people, don't run 
programs that appear to come 
from friends," said David Cheia, 
a research staff member at IBbTs

“People have 10 learn not to 
trust email - especially not 10 
trust what comes with email - 
with their data." 

Eugene Spafford, professor of 
computer .science and director of 
Purdue University's CERIAS 
computer .security institute, says 
the problem is both more subtle, 
and more fundamental, than 
teaching people not to open the 
attached files that show up with 
their email messages.

Users have demanded more 
and more features, but likvcn’t 
made much noise about security.

The Explore worm takes 
advantage of a Microsoft messag- 
ing protocol called MAPI, allow- 
ing it to proliferate rin the com- 
pany's Outlook and Exchange 
email software, and via other 
programs using the same proto- 
col. ITitis, it lakes advantage of 
Microsoft’s dominance in operat- 
ing systems and software and the 


company's efforts to make the 
Internet integral to your PC. 

It also takes advantage of 
users svho activate the program 
by opening the document 
attached to an email messitge - 
nltat they tlioughi was a friendlv 
mes.sage.

That seems unbelievable, but 
imagine you started with a dollar 
and reduced it by 12.5 percent 
per year - to 87.5 cents the first 
year, 76.6 cents the second and so 
on.

Of course, no one expects tnfla- 
oon to stay at today’s level of 
zero, or even at the sub-2 percent 
of the past 2.5 years. And even in 
the bleak, high-inflation years of 
the 70s and early ’80s, most peo- 
ple rcalhed conditions would 
e^•e^tualJy improve. 

But a look at these numbers 
shows why inflation really does 
matter. We’re enjoying the snow, 
boiling effects of a quadruple 
wtuunmy: paying lower interest, 
having more to invest, earning 
higher returns, having inflation 
take a smaller bite.
